{Theodore Roosevelt willbe 42 years 
olda few days before his election to the 
second higest office .within the gift of 
any peonle. 


At23 he was elected to the New York 
assembly. 
The "push" took himup as 
a bright young fellow and put him in. 
Ta© push wished it hadn't, for he re- 
mained there three terms fighting likea 
tiger for every good thing and against 
every bad thing, winning a national 
reputation inthe New Yorkassembly. 
"What other man ever won a high and 
honorable 
reputation 
throughout 
the 


nation Inthe lower house of any state ? 
Two years after retiring fromthe as- 


eembly the Republicans 
of New York 
city tried to make him mayor, but he. 
(ailed and President Harrison, in1889, 
made him a member of the CivilSer- 
Tiee commission, where he was supposed 
tohave forfeited allchances for politi- 
cal preferment 
by extending the civil 


service and establishing it on a sure 
fotmdatioh. 
He devoted six years of 
the most assiduous labor to that work, 
was the body, soul and spirit of the 
commission and by his efforts extended 
the classified service from 14,000 officers 
to 40,000. 


The next service he was called to was 
that of president of the New York 
board of police commissioners 
and the 
result was a reorganized 
police force 
sach as New York had not had before 
and has not had since. 
Tothis work be 
devoted night and day, rolling out of 
bed at any"hour of thenight to go into 
Suspected 
districts to see ifmen wcro 
on duty. 
The faithfulofficers were pro- 


tected and promoted, the faithless 
ones 


were discharged.• • * 


Itwas while serving as president of 
the New York police commission that 
President 
McKinley appointed 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
Assistant Secretary 
of the 
Pavy. From childhood he had been 
Beeply interested inthe navy,had made 
h study of naval tactics and warfare, 
and entered upon his new duties with 
patriotic zeal. 


He foresaw the war withSpain and 


set about making the navy ready for 
it. It was owing to his persistency 
that vast 
gums 
were expended for am- 


munition tobe used in target practice 
with the result that the man behind 
the gun knew how to shoot. 


Having completed this work he re- 


signed 
as assistant 
secretary 
of the 


navy 
to organize 
the 
Rough Riders 


and equip them for service. 
He could 


have had abrigadier's commission with- 
out question, but so far from indulging 
a vaulting ambition of that sort he 
chose Leonard "Wood tobe colonel and 
took the place of lieutenant-colonel 
un- 


der his friend whomho thought, knew 
more about war than he. 


As tobis service In Cuba, no one will 


question its courage, its patriotism or

In fact the importations of raw mate- 
rials daring the year ending June 30, 
1900, averaged 
50 per cent more than 


during any year of tho operation of tho 
Wilson tariff. The simple fact is that 
under lowtariff weimport more ofmanu- 
factured goods and less ofraw materials, 
while under 
a tariff high enough 
to 


protect weimport less of manufactured 
goods and more of raw materials.
